University 


The first negotiations 
meeting for renewal of the 
contract which expired Dec- 
ember 10, 1972 between the 
National Union of Sir Geor- 
ge Williams University’s 
Employees (CNT VU) 
- (NUSGWUE) and the Uni- 
versity Administration was 
held last week. 

In the preliminary discus- 
sions the University refused 
to provide a letter of intent 
agreeing that no member of 
the Union Negotiations Com- 
mittee would suffer any pre- 


judice in future performance 
evaluations as a result of 
authorized time spent parti- 
cipating in negotiations with 
the University and refused 
to agree to the reduction of 
workload for the three 
NUSGWUE negotiators pro- 
portional to the time spent 
in actual negotiations. 

As a result of this com- 
plete refusal by the Univer- 
sity the Union has insisted 
that negotiations be heldonly 
outside regular working 
hours. 


Suspended eve 


student to be 
re-instated 


The Evening Students As- 
sociation of Sir George Wil- 
liams University has receiv- 
ed a gentle slap on the wrist 
this past week in the wake 
of their suspension of Geor- 
ge Proussaefs at an executi- 
ve council meeting last Sa- 
turday, the 10th of February. 

Reliable sources say that 
university lawyers consulted 
on the subject advised the 
university that the E.S.A.’s 
move had been legally un- 
feasable and the administra- 
tion in turn suggested to the 
Association that it rescind 
its actions and reinstate the 
suspended night student. 

Proussaefs was suspended 
by council in a lively meet- 
ing two Saturdays ago when 
Mike Hepburn, Arts repre- 
sentative, made the motion 
and entered into a long dis- 
course on Proussaefs’s bad 
influence on the E.S.A. body 
Several charges were 
brought against Proussaefs 
at that meeting but council’s 
only alternative now is to take 
back the motion.

The suspension of George Proussaefs~-by the Evening 
Students Association last week was nota sane, rational 
action. It was a frustrated and stagnating student asso- 
ciation lashing out at anything handy. It was proof 
that the E.S.A. has decayed to point where they feel a 
strong need to assert their dwindling authority. It was 
a strange display of a student association acting very 
much like a wounded animal-snarling, biting, wheeling 


and foaming. 

The surprise stems from the timing of the E.S.A. 
move. It had seemed that the Association was recovering 
just a little from the pains it has suffered through 
this year. The seating of Attila Horvath after the resigna- 
tion of Ellen Hoult was a sound and logical sted. Debate 
at that same meeting had a tone of sense and well- 
meaning. It seemed that the evening association was at 
long last ready to indulge in some wisdom. Until that 
infamous suspension. 

In one fell swoop, the E.S.A. sank into the mires of 
personal battle once again. In one quick move they took 
a gigantic step backwards. It was not the type of publi- 
city coup that the E.S.A. needed at this time. 

And it is all the more unbelievable that the E.S.A. 
took that rashand futile move in the light of the characters 
of Wayne Gray and Mike Hepburn. Gray has an astute] 
knowledge of rules and regulations that is far beyond 
reproach. Hepburn has a sense for logic and an eye for 
publicity. That these two veterans of politics should 
be caught with egg on their faces is a deep mystery.

Great verbal battles have 
been fought in the past and 
are still being carried on 
concerning the glorious cau- 
se of art. The question of 
what art is still being asked 
and esthetic concepts con- 
tinue to be manufactured. 
The role of the art critic 
varies between that of en- 
lightened educator and pro- 
pagandist. Inevitably’ the 
question of what art is and 
whether a piece of art is 
good or bad comes down to 
value judgements; most 
people claiming knowledge 
as to what is good for them. 

Avant-garde art especial- 
ly in the fields of painting 
and sculpture, one finds it 
increasingly difficult to find 
a standard for judging artis- 
tic quality. The man of con- 
servative tastes tends to re- 
gard modern art with sus- 
picion and as a form of 
subversion preferring a sub- 
ject which is easily reco- 
gnizable. Obscure art can 
become so abstracted that 
the effect is that of looking 
upon a blank canvas and one 
ends up doubting the artist’s 
sincerity. 

The sculpture on the first 
floor of the Hall building is 
representative of the trends 
in modern art towards either 
pure form or total abstrac-

tion of subject matter. The 
dark sculptures constructed 
of synthetic materials 


‘(fiberglass and plastics) si- 


tuated near the entrance to 
H-110 are the efforts of Sir 
George Fine Arts Depart- 
ment students who have since 
graduated. These works are 
presently being stored here 
by their creators andarenot 
owned by the university. The 
sculptures, to use the term 
loosely, may be classified 
as examples of the current 
free form style. Sculpture 
as anart medium is supposed 
to capture movement in so- 
mething immobile. However, 
these forms reflect no inner 
movement or feeling of ten- 
sion unless it is the move- 
ment of the bowels. They 
are neither lyrical, technical 
nor mathematical from a 
personal viewing. The egg- 
shaped form was so_ un- 
natural in fact that the sun’s 
heat striking it expanded 
gases trapped in its cons- 
truction, causing it to crack 
apart and necessitating re- 
pairs. 

The criticisms in this ar- 
ticle may seem unduly harsh 
but as part of the student 
environment the sculptures 
deserve attention. According 
to sources in the Fine Arts 
Department student funds 


were not involved in obtain- 
ing the sculpture, put this 
is not the point for we have 


a 


to live with it. The question 
is are these objects the work 
of artists or hacks. The 
photographs on this page il- 
lustrate all the works exhi- 
bited: the enormous yellow 
angles, (white in the photo- 
graph), are the work of Guido 


Molinafi who is presently 
teaching painting at Sir 
George. The monstrous 


white thing in the photograph 
resembling an_ elongated 
pill is the work of an artist 
whose name was_ not 
revealed to me. The works 
are entirely formal and any 
esthetic value they have 
rests on their geometry and 
balance. The _ pill-shaped 
thing did not even fulfill its 
Original function, which was 
to rest on its pedestal ina 
state of counter balance. It 
failed miserably at this and 
the problem became one of 
making it stand up, weights 
were .added to the bottom 
but eventually a block of wood 
was shoved underneath to 
maintain it at an angle. The 
large wooden angles exis- 
ting in pairs, at two sides 
of the Hall building’s first 
floor at least stand up al- 
though their value as art or 
decoration is dubious. If a 
work of art is good why 
repeat it? 

The poem included by Ril- 
ke is intended as comment 
and evidence of what art 
can be.

George Proussaefs 
writes a severe article that 
personally lambasts the De- 
veloper slate and opens up 
a rift between himself and 
the powerful Developers that 
comes to an ugly head just 
after mid-winter. Council 
work centres onthe doubling 
of honourarias and esta- 
blishment of expense ac- 
counts. Talk begins about 
the accounting manual that 
Mike Hepburn, Hubert Pres- 
cod and Dennis Bucchan feel 
would be of advantage to the 
E.S.A. Price: $500.00. 





On August 25th of 1970 
a small, simple story ap- 
peared in The Montreal Star. 
The story was_ headed 
‘‘SGWU night fee boosted’’ 
and went on to obediently 
relate that a temporary sur- 
charge of ten per cent had 
been announced on tuiton fees 
for evening students. 

What The Montreal Star 


failed to report was that 


Sir George’s Evening Stu- 
dents Association was atthat 
time enjoying its finest hour. 

As soon as the decision 
was made public to hike 
evening fees the Evening Stu- 
aents Association showed a 
startling solidarity that sur- 
passed anything else it has 
ever done. 

On September 15, Wayne 
Gray travelled to Quebec 
City to meet with the then- 
Minister of Education Guy 
Saint-Pierre, Victor Gold- 
bloom and representatives 
from the Ministry and De- 
partment of Higher Edu- 


cation. were also present at 


the conference. 


With him, Wayne Gray had 
a petition from 8 453 evening 
students at Sir George - a 
staggering 70.4% of Sir 


October: 1972-- 
The C.R.O. Infernox 


74 evening students turn 
out to vote ina referendum 
allowing MSPQ students to 
be seated as members of 
the E.S.A. Lorna Sandler, 
who had been the E.S.A.’s 
Chief Returning Officer in 
the May elections, charges 
that she was being ‘‘haras- 
sed’’ by council members. 
She threatens resignation. 
A council meeting on Octo- 
ber 14th forces her out of 
the C.R.O. portfolio in a 
meeting that is closed to 
the press and public. Mike 
Hepburn, Arts Rep., states 
that he ‘‘would not like to 
see the proceedings that go 
on here today publicized in 
any way’’. Sandler reacts to 
the E.S.A. move with a se- 
vere tongue-lashing: ‘‘I’m 
fed up with the way in which 
I was treated and was fi- 
nally dumped’’. 

On October 27th, the E. 
S.A. appoints a new C.R.O. 
Fanni Lobel - to replace 
the ousted Lorna Sandler. 
The meeting is hampered 
by a political ploy that was 
used in an attempt to na- 
me Irwin Zalik as C.R.O. 
Zalik, president of the Sir 
George Liberal Club, re- 
presents himself Falsely to 
executive council and Prous- 
saefs _is later accused of 
setting up the escapade. 

Also in October, Presi- 
dent Huza laments publicly 
about the scarcity of evening 
students willing to sit on 
committees. 


November; 1972-- 
The Worst Month 
in E.S.A History 


The Executive Council, in 
a meeting on the 16th of 
November, suspends elec- 
tion by-law 24 thereby open- 
ing voting week to active 
soliciting by the candidates. 
By-law 24 had previously 
limited campaigning to the 
weeks before the election. 
Herwig Jansen, candidate 
for Executive Secretary, 
cries foul in that he had al- 
ready expended all his fin- 
ances On campaigning and 
that the E.S.A.’s move ’’re- 
duces the elections to a po- 
pularity contest.’’ 


Later, Jansen blames the 
suspension fo by-law 24 ‘‘at 
least partially’’ for his loss 
to Wayne Gray in the elec- 
tions. 


George Proussaefs also 
loses in the election, 
488-410, to Alfred Dear. 
Dear was a member of the 
Developer slate which had 
had a_running feud with 
Proussaefs since August. 
The result in that contest 
touches’ off the E.S.A.’s 
greatest scandal to date as 
Proussaefs fiercely main- 
tains that the will win any 
subsquent recount - and he 
does. ON November 27th, the 
real basic verbal violence 
begins as a special E.S.A. 
meeting is convened to deal 
with the recount crisis. Dean 
Flynn says that hehas never

George’s night population. 
Also with him was a brief 
prepared by the _ E.S.A. 
‘‘protesting the discrimi- 
natory fee increase’’. 

The ferocity and obstinacy 
with which the E.S.A. re- 
sisted the night fee boost 
prompted editorial lau- 
dations from both the Star 
and the Gazette. On August 
27, the Gazette stated that 
‘Sir George Williams Univ- 
ersity was conceived as a 
institution to serve part- 
time students’’. The 
editorial went on ‘‘night stu- 
dents are bitterly protesting 
this discrimination... all 
students should be treated 
alike’’. 

In The Montreal Star the 
same day, the editorial sec- 
tion suggested that ‘‘it would 
appear thatthe ministry does 
not adequately understand 
the situation’’ and_ that 
‘university grants in this 
province ought to be based 
on fair formulae instead of 
ad hoc decisions’’. 

The 10% raise in evening 
student fees remained but 
the E.S.A’s battle against 
what it termed ‘‘discrimi- 
nation’? had proven several 


things. Mostimportantly, the 
Association had demons- 
trated that it couldovercome 
personal battles and or- 


“ganize a strong and valid 


front. For one precious pe- 
riod of time, the E.S.A. had 
shown the evening student 
body that it was willing and

it. The E.S.A. council care- 
fully skirts around any out- 
right accusations but vocal 
exchanges at that meeting

The E.S.A. has 
turned into a forum of 
threats, confusion, charges 
and denials. A committee 
is set up to investigate the 
possibility of tampering 
while the original election 
counts are recognized as 
official, much to the dis- 
pleasure of Prousseafs who 
feels that he is being denied 
his rightful E.S.A. position. 

Fanni Lobel is the sub- 
ject of criticisn for the e- 
lection scandal.

February; 1973-- 
Problems come to 
Ugly Head 


Sir George’s Evening Stu- 
dent’s Association takes its 
Single biggest step against 
an individual ever. Months 
of obvious animosity result 
in Hepburn’s motion to sus- 
pend George Prousseafs. 
The suspension move is a 
result of the personality 
wrangling that the E.S.A. 
has always indulged in. And 
Prousseéafs is suspended - 


quickly..... and tenuously. 
Now the personal feuds shift 
into high gear as such words 
as ‘‘underhanded’’, ‘‘libel’’

by a slim margin. They have 
lost, however, in that the 
evening students of Sir Geor- 
ge no longer know nor care 
about what’ the E.S.A. is 
doing.

Only now, towards the end 
of the term of office of the 
executive council, is there 
an adequate numerical re- 
presentation of evening stu- 
dents on executive council.

is sO rare in student govern- 
ment.

Lemmon is first apauled 
when he discovers his fa- 
ther’s affair, but several 
events during his stay at 
the hotel begin to change 
his outlook. His father was 
as is he, the main force 
behind the Armbruster busi- 
ness conglamerate and thus 
thinks of little but his busi- 
ness interests.

TOM WOLFE 


LACKING IN DEPTH

Tom Wolfe, author and reporter 
of cultural movements in the 
U.S, rapped on his experiences 
Thursday, February 16, 1973 
courtesy of the Day Students 
Association Programming Com- 
mittee. Dressed conservatively, 
shirt and tie style, he ressembled 
a young executive rather than a 
populizer of. counter - culture 
trends. 

Wolfe, obviously unprepared 
thematically for his speech, 
stammered in an uptight manner 
at first. Starting with an inter- 
preation of his book The Electric 
Acid Kool -- Aid Test, Wolfe 
explained the intentions of acid 
cult hero Ken Kesey and the 
Merry Pranksters. Kessy hoped 
through the alchemy of LSD to 
transcend the ideological split 
beyond the young, lower and 
middle class American. The 
starting point of Kesey’s efforts 
to bridge the two classes was to 
be the Hell’s Angels, a signifiant 
of the lowest of the low. 

Wolfe proceeded from the 
failure of Kesey’s experiments 


to unify alienated segments of. 
American society to a satirical’ 


description of class values as 
expressed by fashion and enter- 


™ tainment. The surfing bleached 


blondies, the greasy hot-rodders 
and middle-class white militants 
all received glowing descrip- 
tions. Big Business, Wolfe ex- 
plained, rips off youth movement 
stvles and sells them mass- 
productionwise thus  aleinating 
youth from their own culture 

Wolfe’s personal hero is Ca- 


nadian Marshall McLuhan whom 
he described as a man who un- 
derstands all events in terms of 
his electric media environment 
theories. Wolfe told the story of 
how he and-McLuhan and some 
other writers of reputation enter- 
ed a topless go-go club for 
lunch. The waitresses almost 
more than naked rushed around 
carrying enormous trays of 
food, Wolfe and the ‘others 
searched for a joke to reduce 
the tension but McLuhan respond- 
ed, simply saying, ‘‘they’re 
wearing us.’ McLuhan believes 
that we are experiencing an age 
of great technological advance- 
ment in mass media producing 
an electric drama: The efforts 
of this mass media revolution 
have drastically altered our 
social experience, especially 
those involving education, poli- 
tics and the family. Wolfe thus 
sees man’s external experience 
of the world as changing but 
not his capacity for changing it. 

Wolfe presents America as 
being more aware of ‘cultural 
phenomena but still prey to the 
same foibles of bigotry, status- 
seeking and hypocricy. Wolfedis- 
tinguishes between the intellect 
of discovery and that of the belie- 
ver: he neither discovers nor 
believes. His humour is that of 
the same little man. observing 
the processes ofaninsane sociaty 
laughing but with a touch of para- 
noia. Wolfe himself falls prey 
to fhe same absurdities he mocks. 
He sees people as objeets. his 
humour thus lacking depth and 
compassion. 





the epitome of an american 
businessman rushing every- 
where, wishing to speed e- 
verything up to his veloci- 
ty, being loud mouthed and 
pushy while doing it. His 
battle however is meaning- 
less because his foe is ru- 
ral Italy, where nothing is 
rushed and the lunch hour 
is from lpm to 4pm. Italy 
and its many characters (I 
mean that in every sense of 


the word) finally win Mr. 
Armbruster over to their 


way of life. 

AVANTI is laced with Jack 
Lemmon humour, accompa- 
nied by the crazy antics of 
tens of accomplished cha- 
racter actors such as Ed- 
ward Andrews as the hotel 
manager. , Throughout the 
film is the hint of sexual 
doings on which both the 
French and Italians are fa- 
mous for, giving it a hint 
of naughty innocence. 

Although the story line 
is pretty well predictable,

Since 1967, BEE GEES has 
been a household word. It was in 
that year that ‘‘The New York 
Mining Disaster of 1941’’ was 
released. After that came five 
consecutive hit singles: ‘‘To Love 
‘*Massachusetts’’, 
‘“‘World’’, ‘‘Words’’, and ‘“‘I’ve

The BEE GEES visited North 
America, Europe and the Far 
East. For-two years they grew 
to the point where they ranked 
as -one of the top groups in the 
world.

in Australia, the courageous move 
to England and then the rapid 
rise to fame. It was not really 
surprising when Robert Stigwood, 
their manager, announced in 1970 
that the ‘Gibb Brothers’ were 
reuniting. Shortly after the 
announcement, the BEE GEES 
had a new hit - ‘‘Lonely Days”’. 
The group had literally picked up 
where they had left off.
